(International New» Service) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—W ith a 
postal deficit of more than $98,000,- 
000 and a possibility th at it may 
reach $150,000,000 Postm aster G en­ 
eral Brown, in his annual report 
today, suggested a 3-cent rate for 
letter mail. 
In his report last year Brown rec­ 
ommended a 2 'It cent rate. 
”A 2' j cent rate, as recommended 
last 
year, 
would 
add 
$50,000,000 
yearly,” Brown said. 
“A 2 1« cent rate would fall iar 
short of producing adequate reve­ 
nues a t present if present trends 
are m aintained the net deficit for 
the current year will be about $150,- 
000,000. 
“This raises the question w hether 
it would be advisable, pending the 
return of normal conditions, to fix 
a 3-cent rate for letter m ail.” 
Would Balance Budget 
He said such rate would have 
balanced the budget for 1931 and 


would have reduced the probable 
operating deficit and the corre­ 
sponding drain upon the treasury 
from $150,000,000 to about $50,000,000 
for the fiscal year 1932.

The Public Service commission has before it a difficult case. 
It 
involves application of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad for authority 
to discontinue sixteen passenger trains in West Virginia. 
Numerous protests have been lodged by citizens from all parts of the 
state who feel suspension of this service is unjustified and will impose 
an undue hardship upon them. 
Ordinarily, the railroad, having established such service and hav­ 
ing encouraged public dependence upon it. should be required to con­ 
tinue it. Railroads must take some of the bitter with the sw*eet. It will 
not do to let them skim off the cream without regard to the public con- 
\ enience. 
In the m atter of railroad passenger business, however, the private 
automobile and the commercial bus have just about appropriated the 
field. They have taken so much business away that it is impossible to 
operate railroad service at a profit and hopeless, under present condi­ 
tions, to expect any improvement in the future. 
This is true, not only of steam railroads, but of traction lines or­ 
ganized for the express purpose of transporting passengers. Unless steps 
are taken to correct the present unfair character of railroad competition, 
we merely are postponing the inevitable by compelling the continuance 
of railroad passenger service.—The Wheeling Intelligencer.

Is Being Enforced 


School Peace Move 


Special to the News 
HARRISBURG, Dec. 8,—Bureau of 
Engineerin'/. State D epartm ent oi 
H ealth, is actively engaged in the 
prelim inary task of enforcing the 
Public B athing Law, which became 
effective Septem ber 1st of the cur­ 
ren t year. 
George W. Moore has been desig­ 
nated as the Engineer in charge of 
this work, and J. W. Ruthven and 
William J. M urdoch have been nam ­ 
ed as his assistants. A num ber of 
pools in continguous territory have 
been inspected, and the work is now 
bnng extended so th at it will reach 
the populous centers of Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia, w ithout delay. 
Rules and regulations for the e n ­ 
forcement of this law have been 
adopted by the 
Adlvsory 
Health 
Board, of which Dr. Theodore B 
Appel, is chairm an, and may be ob­ 
tained by addressing the D epart­ 
m ent of H ealth 
at 
Harrisburg. A 


1 copy of the Act as passed by the 
General Assembly, will also be sent. 
In thus connection, it is pointed 
out th at ail public bathing places, 
whether commercial or otherwise, 
are included in the provisions of this 
Act. M unicipalities, Colleges, High 
Schools, 
Y.M.C.A.’s, Athletic Asso­ 
ciations, Country Clubs—even pools 
owned by the State itself at its in­ 
stitutions—none are exempt. Each 
and all are alike under 
the 
law— 
none can operate 
legally, 
unless 
possessing a perm it issued by the 
D epartm ent of Health. 
The State of Pennsylvania has set 
up a standard. The law has been 
enacted. The enforcement of it has 
been legally placed in the Depart­ 
ment of health. The actual work 
has been placed in charge of En­ 
gineer Moore. From this time for­ 
ward. the enforcement of the pub­ 
lic Bathing Law will be efficiently 
carried forward by the Department.

To the older residents of the town 
as well as the children, the real 
show place was the “Aqueduct”, the 
long dark bridge that carried the 
canal across the Shenango river.

All Rates Reduced 
In addition to retail prices, rents, 
freight, parcel post and telephone 
rates will be reduced ten per cent., 
the slashing of prices being enforced 
by a federal “price commissar” a p ­ 
pointed in the decree. 
The new taxation is imposed in 
the hope of wiping out the country’s 
1,000,000,000 m ark budget deficit. 
Because of its harsh burdens, the 
decree will enflam e the right and 
left opposition parties, especially the 
comm unists and socialists, and may 
lead to defeat of the Bruening cab­ 
inet a t the hands of the Reichstag 
committee of elders a t the end of 
the week.

8 POINT PROGRAM 
TO CONGRESS

In general, its tone was “as bad as 
things are, other countries are suf­ 
fering more.” 
Eight Proposals 
Specifically, Mr. Hoover proposed: 
1. Establishment of a Federal sys­ 
tem of home loan banks to encour­ 
age small builders, and to take some 
of the credit strain of banking in­ 
stitutions and loan associations. 
2. Creation of an emergency “re­ 
construction corporation” for two 
years, its capital subscribed by the 
Treasury, and authorized to make 
loans to agricultural credit agen­ 
cies, established industries, railways, 
and financial institutions “w’hich 
cannot otherwise secure credit.” No 
capital sum was mentioned, but the 
understanding is it would be $1,- 
000.000,000. 
Its very existence, he 
said, would “bulwark public confi­ 
dence.” 
3. Increased capital for Federal 
land banks, to be advanced by the 
Treasury, in order to protect their 
bonds and enable them to continue 
agricultural credit. 
4. Development 
of 
some plan 
whereby depositors in defunct banks 
may quickly recover some portion 
of their deposits. 
He pointed out 
that during the past year banks 
representing 3 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s total deposits have closed their 
doors, tying up billions of dollars. 
5. Extension of the eligibility pro­ 
visions of the Federal Reserve Act. 
6. Prompt improvement 
in 
the 
banking laws, to include extension 
of branch banking, and enlarged 
membership in the Federal Reserve 
system.

sion, he reminded, “the nation has

The President took cognizance of

China and Japan “have given us 
great concern,” but he reserved fur­ 
ther comment on international re­ 
lations for “a later message.” 
The President did not renew his 
recommendation for American ad­ 
herence in the World Court which, 
in view of his former ardor, caused 
some surprise. 
The 
presumption 
was, however, that he will deal with 
this matter in the later message on 
foreign affairs. 
This message also 
likely will request ratification of 
the war debt moratorium, which 
was excluded from today’s commun­ 
ication. 
Causes Of Depression 
In analyzing the cause and the 
effect of the economic depression, 
Mr. Hoover placed most of the blame 
abroad. 
“Although some of the causes of 
our depression,” he said, “are due 
to speculation, inflation, unsound 
foreign investments and misman­ 
agement of financial institutions, 
yet 
our 
self-contained 
national 
economy with its matchless strength 
and resources, would have enabled 
us to recover long since but for the 
continued dislocations, shocks and 
set-backs from abroad. 
“Whatever the causes may be, the 
vast liquidation and readjustments 
which have taken place have left 
us with a large degree of credit

We must put steel beams in 
the foundation of our credit struc­ 
ture.” 
Mr. Hoover declared for sharp 
reduction in government expendi­ 
tures, and to that end asserted he 
was not in favor of any more ex­ 
penditures for veterans relief “until 
the country has recovered from the 
present situation.”

Gardner stated that he had wanted 
the reduced price to be applied only 
to the seats beyond the end zone, 
and that if this had been done, a 
greater amount of money 
would 
have been earned. 
However, he 
stated, that it was the wish of the 
majority that the general admission 
price for the entire stadium be cut, 
and he was overruled. 
Rain Factor 
Added to these facts, Mr. Gardner 
pointed out that it rained hard for 
the McKees Rocks and Woodward 
games, and the receipts from these 
two contests were very small.
